President McKinley and Secretary Alget 
were the first to receive the announcement 
of the capitulation of Spain’ s last citadel in 
eastern Cuba, together with General Toral’s 
army, and it was with great Satisfaction the 
Chief Executive and his advisers discussed 
the victory before imparting the glorious 
news to others. Indeed, in that spirit in 
which good news is usually received the 
President was at first inclined to doubt its 
&uthenticity and would not permit public 
anouncement of the surrender of the Spanish 
forces until the fact was conclusively estab- 
lished by the receipt of further advices from 
the seat of war. 


Shafter Sends the News. 


The first news came in a brief telegram 
to Adjutant General Corbin from General 
Shafter. 
Later came a longer dispatch from General 
Miles, addressed to Secretary of War Alger, 
confirming the news of Toral’s surrender. 
- Once released the néws spread with un- 
wonted rapidity, occasioning rejoicing 
everywhere in official and private circles, in 
the homes of wealthy and poor. Prom- 
inent officials, statesmen, and citizens has- 
tened to the White House to congratulate 
the President, who received all greetings in 
that calm, collected manner which has char- 
acterized his acts before and after the in- 
‘auguration of hostilities, It was merely 
one of the great victories achieved by Amer- 
fiean forces, and the President was inclined 


to view it in that Nght. In his opinion the . 


actual surrender of Santiago will give added 
impetus to the prosecution of hostilities, for 
thé evacuation of the eastern part of the 
province by the enemy ‘s forces, via the 


quickest route to Spain which this govern- 


ment can provide for them, has opened up 
various avenues by which the American 
forces will march to further victories. 


‘War Continues Just the Same. 


Unless Spain consents to accept the inevit- 
able and make her peace with the United 
States war will go on just the same, and if 
‘Spain is anxious for a termination of hos- 
tilities she must begin negotiations while 
her soldiers are defending themselves 
against further attacks, guarding colonies 
which America is determined to possess, 
either by her consent or by force of arms. 

Puerto Rico is the next goal of the vic- 
torious American hosts, and in view of the 
victory over Santiago preparations for the 
invasion of the island will be hastened. 

Before the surrender of Santiago becomes 
an actual fact, in the spirit in which it was 
accepted, this government will be compelled 
to extend many courtesies to the enemy, 
but this will not in the least interfere with 
the further prosecution of the war in Cuba. 

Toral’s army will be transported to Spain, 
an undertaking for which all arrangements 
are practically complete, but before the first 
shipload of Spaniards are on their way to 
their mother country American soldiers will 
be in pursuit of their more unfortunate

Toral’s surrender ‘gives the Americans 
possession of but a small slice of Cuba and 
an insignificant portion of Spain’s soldiers 
in the island, and hence it is necessary to 
resume the fight until Blanco and Pando 
are put under the ban together with their 
combined military forces, unless of course 
Spain sues for peace. 

In accepting the surrender of Toral, who 
threw down his arms, it is understood, in ac- 
cordance with directions from Madrid, 
Shafter and Miles will take possession of 
| that portion of the province which includes 
one military division according to the rules 
of the Spanish army. It embraces the east- 
ermost part of the island, extending from 
the Windward Passage westward to a bound- 
ary line which runs in a zigzag fasion from 
Aserradero on the south coast, just west of 
Santiago harbor, via Palma Soriano, to 
Sagua de Tonamo on the north coast. 

The territory includes a population ex- 
ceeding 125,000 when the country is in its 
normal state. It includes the important 
cities of Santiago de Cuba, Guantanamo,» 
Sagua de Panama, and Baracoa. 

It is exceedingly rich in minerals, sugar,

namo district are the extensive plantations 
of Soleda Esperanza, Los Canos, Santa 
Cecijla, and others.

Sagua is about sixty miles to the northeast 
in a diagonal line from Santiago, and Palma 
lies twenty miles to the westward of the pro- 

vincial capital. 

It was disappointing to the military author- 
ities that the terms of surrender did not in- 
clude the entire province, as was expected, 
but the President and his advisers are deter- 
mined to make the most of a comparatively 
good thing. While it permits Pando (to re- 
tain his forces, whose numerical strength 
is estimated at 20,000, which are distributed 
throughout the western part of the province 
between Holguin and Manzanillo, the sur- 
render of Santiago is considered a satisfac- 
tory solution of the problem which promised 
to give the United States much trouble. 


Holguin an Important Point. 

Holguin, which is situated on the north- 
west of Santiago, about 130.miles distant, 
and Manzanillo, which lies on the west 
coast of the province, are the two most im- 
portant cities in.eastern Cuba outside of 
Santiago, and would have been the next 
point of attack with the provincial capital 
out of the way. Toral’s surrender, however, 
will remove the scene of action for a while 
from Cuba in view of the existence of dis- 
ease. 

Complete details of the capitulation have 
not been received by the War department, 
but it is believed that the actual transfer 
of the garrison under Toral’s command to 
Generals Miles and Shafter will take place 
tomorrow, as some little time will elapse 
before the commissioners appointed by 
Toral and Shafter succeed in arranging all 
the details. 

It is not known whether the surrender of 
the Spanish soldiers will take place within 
the city or whether they will be marched 
into the American lines, and give up their 
arms. It does not matter much how this 
is done, and it is merely a formality of 
military procedure. Tora! will be given 
his choice. since magnanimity is also shown 
the vanquished. It will probably operate to 
Spanish “ honor,’ too, if the Spanish com- 
mander is allowed to select his own method 
of giving up his arms and soldiers, but once 
the Spanish forces, whose numerical 
strength isa estimated at 15,000, pass within 
the jurisdiction of Generals Miles and Shaf- 
ter they will be expected to obey such re- 
etrictions as will be placed upon them.

CARING FOR FEVER PATIENTS. 


War Department Takes Prompt Meas- 
q@ures to Relieve Sufferers from 
“Yellow Jack.” 


Washington, D. C., July 14.—[Special.]—- 
One of the most perplexing questions which 
confronts the War department officials is the 
presence of yellow fever among the troops 
at Santiago. This problem has given the 
President much concern, as he has a full 
knowledge of the large number of fatalities 
which attend this dreadful malady and the 
rapidity with which it spreads. : 

If any new cases developed today or death 
._nded the sufferings of any of those who are: 
afflicted Secretary Alger succeeded in keep- 
ing it from the press, The only official ref- 
erence to yellow fever was made by General 
Miles in a dispatch in which he reported that 
a portion of the arrmy had been attacked 
by it. 

Secretary Alger has taken prompt action 
for the relief of the sufferers, and this after- 
noon ordered surgeons, nurses, tents, cots, 
blankets, and medicines to be sent to Cuba 
at once. The troops infected will be sent to 
the mountains and dry places until they are 
convalescent. When this stage is reached 
the patients will be moved to Dry Tortugas, 
where a quarantine station has been estab- 
lished and strict regulations will be en- 
forced, 

It is fortunate that Dr. Nicholas Senn and 
Dr. Guiteras, who is a yellow fever special- 
ist, are now with the infected portion of the 
army. and this fact gives great comfort to 
the President. Secretary Alger asserted 
this afternoon that all troops will remain in 
Cuba until the period of infection has passed, 
when those who have escaped contagion will 
be sent to Puerto Rico for the purpose of 
taking possession of that island, where 
health conditions are much better than in 
Cuba, 

While troops will be withdrawn and the 
colored soldiers will be left to garrison San- 
lago, three colored regiments, the Ninth 
ana Tenth-Cavalry and Twenty-fourth In- 
antry, are already in Cuba. The Twenty- 
fifth Infantry. colored, now at Dry Tortugas, 
Will be sent to Santiago as soon as transports 
can be secured. Three immune regiments 
are already organized and equipped for duty 
and only await transports to carry them to 
the fleld of operations. These regiments are 
the First, now at Galveston, under command 
of Colonel C. 8. Riche; the Second, at New 
Orleans, commanded by Colonel Duncan N. 
Hood, and the Third, at Fredcricksburg, 
uncer Colonel Petgit. 

Army officets were much gratified to learn 
of the surrender of Santiago, as an oppor- 
was thus glven to remov» the troops, 
who have been almost living tn the water 
soaked trenches, to a higher and healthier 


‘section. Troops stationed in the extreme 


southern parts of the United States where 
yellow fever is liable to break out will be 
removed further north, but as this project is 


still under consideration the new rendezvous 


has not been selected.

Troops for Fifth Expedition. 


Major General Otis today issued an order 
cesignating the troops to sail for Manila on 
the second section of the fourth expedition, 
or the fifth expedition as it may be called. 
The men have heen assigned as follows: 

To the steamer Pennsylvania—The First 
Montana Volunteers and recruits of the 
First California Volunteers.

How He Took Advantage of His Of- 
ficial Position to De- 
fraud. 


French is charged with wrecking the Max | 
chanics and Traders’ Savings, Loan, and 
Building association of Chicago, of which | 
for ten years he was the secretary. Heis | 
under indictment on two charges of forgery — 
and one of embezzlement in connection with | 
the methods by which, it is said, he secured | 
possession of more than $316,000 and some- | 
what less than $400,000 of funds which should | 
have remained among the assets of the asso- | 
ciation. The exact amount is uncertain. |

KENNEY DEFENSE OPENS. 


FIRST WITNESS FAILS TO AID THE 
DISTINGUISHED DEFENDANT. 


Boggs, the Self-Confessed Defaulter, 


and Alleged to Be the Senator’s Con- 


federate, Explains How He Played | 


Faro by Proxy to Help Himself “ Out 
of the Hole ”"—Lively Tilt with the 
Prosecuting Counsel—Convict May 


Testify. 


Wilmington, Del.; July 14.—[Special.]—The 
trial of Delaware's junior United States 
Senator Robert E. Kenney, indicted on 
the charge of aiding and abetting the self- 
confessed defaulter, William N. Boggs, in 
abstracting and misapplying funds of the 
First National Bank of Dover, continued 
through the fourth day of its course in the 
federal court here today. 


The government wound up the sum ofits 


testimony and rested its case after a morn- 
ing session that was potent with uncommon 
importance for the distinguished defendant. 
In the afternoon the defense opened, but 
made little progress. .The import of the 
long array of testimony piled up by the

‘That Senator Kenney and Teller Boggs

represented his personal dealings, and that 
he requested Senator Kenney to sign the 
checks, as it would be dangerous for him to 
do so. These moneys were lost to the bank. 

Three bonds, aggregating $7,300, made out 
to Senator Kenney, were identified by wit- 
ness as belonging to himself. These, he 
said, had been made out to the defendant 
just before. witness disappeared, and were 
to support his family during his absence. 


Downfall Due to Gambling. 


Under cross-examination Boggs said his 
downfall was due to faro, poker play- 
ing, and stock gambling. He admitted hav- 
ing said beforé he left town to Ezekiei Coo- 
per, now in prison, that Kenney’s account 
was allright, but denied saying that the Sen- 
ator*‘was not responsible for his trouble.

OMAHA STRIKE NEARLY ENDED. 


Employes of South Omaha Packing- 
Houses Will Probably Return _ 
| to Work Today. | 


Omaha, Neb., July 14.—[Special.]—The 
strike among employés of the South Omaha 
packing houses promises a settlement to- 
morrow. Tonight the men appear to be sat- 
isfied. About 1,500 men in the Cudahy house 
are out, with 500 at work. This is the worst 
situation. At Swift’s but 25 out of 1,500 are 
out. 

The men want slightly increased wages, 
but the essence of the trouble is as to wheth- 
er the employés shall have pay from the 
time they are called to work or shall be paid 
merely for the time actually put.in. For in- 
stance, sometimes a gang of men is called 
out at 8 o'clock and for some reason the 
expected stock does not arrive for two hours.

“There is no ude trying to hide the fact any 
longer, norcanit be successfully refuted, that the 
mass of our teachers are incompetent.

and regular tests after appointment to eliminate 
those who have retrograded.

for Superintendent of Schools has not as yet 
reéstablished harmony between the victors 
and vanquished in the Board of Education. 
Expressions as to the effect this change will 
both educationally and _ politically, 
were freely made yesterday by members of 
the board and by politicians. 

According to Graham H. Harris, the new 
President of the Board of Education, Dr. 
Andrews will be expected to improve great- 
ly| the system so long maintained by Pro- 
fessor Lane.

Mayor Harrison, I 
imagine, would also be held responsible toa 
considerable extent for any wholesale re- 
moval of the teachers.”’

Of course the 
expense would be 10 per cent more than the 
present structures, but the absolute safety 
of the pupils is werth the difference.”

CHICAGO COLONY CELEBRATES THE 
FALL OF THE BASTILE.

Anniversary Is Fittingly Marked by a 
Gathering at Brudy’s Pavilion—Lo- 
cal Consul and Other Speakers Pay 
Tribute te Their Native Land—M.

The one hundred and ninth anniversary of 
the fall of the Bastile, celebrated in France 
as the national holiday, was observed yes- 
terday by the Frerch colony of Chicago 
with fitting ceremonies. A typical French 
gathering at Brudy’s pavilion, Lincoln ave- 
nue and Winona street, was the scene of the 
principal Gemonstration. Here games, a 
banquet, speeches, and music occupied the 
afternoon and evening, and the fame of 
France was upon every tongue. 

Henri Merou, the French Consul in Chi- 
cago, was the director of the celebration, and 
50U of his countrymen gathered to assist in 
doing honor to the day which Frenchmen 


have chosen as the most fitting to be cele-. 


brated. M. Merou spoke at the banquet to 
the toast *‘La France.’’ Elie Nezinie fol- 
lowed, responding to the same sentiment in 


behalf of the French people of Canada. 


Alphonse Friset spoke on ‘* The French Peo- 
ple,’””’ and Edouard Bernaud, editor of the 
Courieur de l'Ouest, closed the program of 
toasts.

singing, dancing, and music, and there was a 
display of fireworks as a finale. ;

= however, have given other historical in- 
© = stances. For instance, July 4, 1808, it 
stood for the acquisition from France of a 
vast territory lying west of the Mississippi, 
including what is now such States as 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Missouri, lowa, Min- 
nesota, Kansas, and Nebraska, Indian Ter- 
ritory, Oklahoma, Colorado in part, and 
both the Dakotas. All this territory was 
obtained through the efforts mainly of 
Thomas Jefferson, without any direct con- 
stitutional authority or permission, but 
through the operation of imperialism.

SANTIAGO SURRENDERED. 

Santiago has finally surtendered, and the 
ancient capital of (Yuba is now in posses- 
sion of the victorious American army under 
Generals Miles and Shafter. The opera- 
tions of the last three weeks leading up to 
the surrender are full of stirring interest. 
General Shafter’s forces arrived off San- 
tiago J une 20, and June 23 they were safely 
landed at Baiquiri. The advance upon 
Santiago began promptly. June 24 Jura- 
gua was captured, and on the same day oc- 
curred the gallant repulse of the Spaniards 
at La Quasina by the regulars and Rough 
Riders. J une Shafter occupied Sevilla, 
and June 27 his advance was within three 
miles of Santiago. June 30 Caney was 


all along the front, which resulted in the 


| capture of San Juan and the driving back 


of the Spaniards from their outer line of 
defenses. July 3 Generai Shafter demanded 
the surrender of the city, and the demand 
was emphasized by the destruction of Cer- 
vera’s fleet in its desperate effort to escape 
from Santiago harbor. An armistice was 
arranged, which was successively extended 
to July 9 and 10. On the last named date 
Linares refused unconditional surrender, 
and the fleet bombarded the city. July 11 
reinforcements came up, the investment of 
the city was completed, and a second de- 
mand for surrender was sent. July 13 
overtures were made by the Spanish Gen- 
eral for the appointment of a commission 
to arrange terms of peace, and the arm- 
istice was extended again to noon of July 
14. Yesterday afternoon, convinced ‘of the 
hopelessness of further resistance, General 
Toral surrendered the city and his army. 

| All the details of this surrender are not, 
yet made public, but it is definitely known 


line drawn from Aserradero on the south 
to Sagua on the north—an area of about 
5,000 square’ miles, the capital of the prov- 
ince, the forts and their heavy guns, and 
Toral’s army, about 15,000 strong, have 
passed into our possession. There still re- 
main in the western part of the province 
the garrisons at Holguin and Manzanillo, 
about 6,000 strong, under General Pando, 
which are outside the zone of capitulation, 
but there is no danger from this force. 
Toral’s “army will probably be transferred 
today, and the arrangements for shipping 
it to Spain are already made. Meanwhile it 
is the intention to garrison Santiago with 
immune regiments, and every effort will be 
made to get the sick into safer and more 
comfortable quarters. It will be a matter 
for congratulation that this important re- 
sult has been achieved without the necessity 
of a general engagement and the storming 
of the city. Our loss of life has been com- 
paratively small, amounting to about 250 
killed, while we have about 2,000 wounded 
and sick in hospital. The Spaniards have 
suffered much more severely, a thousand of 
their sailors having been killed or drowned, 
several] hundred of their soldiers killed, 
while a great number have died in the 
trenches. It is also a matter for congratula-

Delay during the shipment of Toral’s. 
troops to Spain may precipitate peace rego-. 
tiations before Puerto Rico is occupied and 
we may then lose it through interference 
by European powers. The rest of Cuba will 
fall into our hands as soon as they are 
stretched out to receive it. The destruc- 
tion of Cervera’s fleet and the surrender.of 
Santiago make the occupation of the island 
certain as soon as the government is ready 
to take it. The government, therefore, 
should now devote all its energies to the 
conquest of Puerto Rico. We need it, not 
only because it is a fine and important is- 
land and admirably adapted for the uses‘ 
our navy, but to help pay the cost of the 
war. Spain has neither money nor credit, 
and we’must indemnify ourselves by 


its colonies. It has nothing else of an 

value to turn over in settlement. To effec 

this and to aveid any danger of European 
interference the government must have an 
expedition on the way as soon as possible 
and not listen to any peace 
‘until Puerto Rico has been occupied. When 
we have that island and the Philippines and 
Ladrones and Carolines in our possession 
we shall be in a situation to enter wa 
negotiations for peace, and not until then 
The fall of Santiago has sealed the fate o 
Cuba; now, on to Puerto Rico.

Basis or Madrid that the Spanis 
PEACE. government is willing to 


make peace upon the basis 
of the surrender of Cuba. In reply to this 
flattering suggestion it should be said, first, 
that it is not for Spain to dictate any terms 
of peace. The United States will dictate the 
terms when the proper time comes, and that 
time will “come when Spain runs up the 
white flag and says it has had enough. 
Then the United States will name the terms, 
and if Spain does not ®ee fit to accept them 
it will have to resume the disastrous cam- 
paign in which it has not yet and never will 
win a victory. 
«Second, the concessions which Spain wi 
have to make in the end will inciude not 
only Cuba but Puerto. Rico, the Philippines, 
the Ladroneg the Carolines, and possibly the 
Canaries. These will be the minimum terms 
of peace. 

Third, this war, which is unnecessaril 
prolonged by Spain, is costing this count 
about a million dollars a day. Spain will 
have to pay the cost when it comesto a final 
settlement. But it has no money and no 
credit, and as it hasin any event shown its 
unfitness to govern coloniesit can only mak 
good our expenses by surrendering its out 
lying real’ estate. This country will b 
obliged to take the whole of it. Nothin 
less will satisfy it, and Spain should con- 
sider itself fortunate in getting off so easily. 
It is useless for it to announce what the 
extent of. its concessions will be. It will 
concede just what the United States de- 
mands—nothing more, nothing less. : 


\ THE POPULAR LOAN. 
Subscriptions to the popular loan closed 
yesterday. It has been_a remarkable suc- 
cess. The credit of the United States, the 
available wealth of its people, and the ease 
with which the government can raise money 
without appealing to foreign or domestic 
moneyed institutions have been displayed in 
a most convincing manner. The Secretary 
of the Treasury offered bonds to the amount 
of 200 millions. The subscriptions exceed | 
1,000 millions. As the law under which the 
bonds are issued provided that the sub- 
scriptions of individuals should be first ac- 
cepted and subscriptions for the lowest 
amounts should be first allotted, the banks 
and other great financial concerns felt that 
they were barred out and did not subscribe 
heavily. If they had had an equal chance 
with individuals the subscriptions would 
have amounted to fully 2,000 million dollars. 
The bonds will go to about 240,000 per- 
sons. The individuals who subscribed for 
$500 or less will get bonds to the amount 
of 85 millions. Shortly after the bonds 
have been issued they will command a 
premium of about 5 per cent. The men 
who subscribed for and got $20, or $100, or 
$500 bonds will be pleased that they and 
not the banks are to get the benefit of that 
advance in value. Furthermore, the own- 


er of one of these bonds will be unalterabiy 
opposed to every proposition that the gov- 
ernment should pay off his bond in cheap 
silver or cheap paper money. He will in-

The total issue of bonds authorized by 
the war revenue law is 400 millions. The 
Secretary of the Treasury is empowered 
also to borrow 100 million dollars on one- 
year 8 per cent certificates of in- 
debtedness.

HARRISON ON. NATIONAL EXPANSION. 
The speech which Mayor Harrison ex- 
pected to deliver at Springfield but did not 
was mitich better, in one respect, at least, 
than any of the speeches which actually 
were delivered, for the Mayor declares him- 
‘self unequivocally in favor of the polity of 
national expansion. Bryan is against that 
policy, but Mayor Harrison refuses to fol- 
low him. The Mayor wants to see the Amer- 
ican flag floating forever over the Philip- 
pines, the Carolines, the Ladrones, and 
Puerto Rico. He asserts that sooner or later 
Cuba must be a part of the United States. 
He believes this country should have a great 
navy and should take that place among the 
nations of the earth to which its power and 
resources entitle it. 3 1 

These are creditable sentiments. They 
express the desires of the great majority of 
the American people. They find no expres- 
sion, however, in the platform adopted by 
that convention which Mayor Harrison de- 
That plat- 
form advocates enthusiastically the adop- 
tion of a rotten, bogus money standard. It 
eulogizes the charlatan and impostor, Bry- 
an. It demands the overthrow of civil serv- 
ice reform in Chieago and a return to the 
despicable, corrupt spoils system. It is as 
silent as the grave concerning territorial ex- 
pansion. For all that its framers cared the 


Philippines, Puerto Rico, and Cuba may | 


drift back*into what Mayor Harrison ealls 
“the wretched slavery from which they are 
just emerging.” 

It i» a pity that the Mayor's speech was 
not of uniform’ goodness. That portion of 
it which deals with the burning question of 
the hour—the course to be pursued regard- 
ing the Spanish colonies conquered by the * 
United States—will meet with general ap- 
proval. But when he discourses on “ the 
wisdom, the fearlessness, and the patriot- 
ism of every enunciation of the Chicago 
platform of 1896,” he sinks to the low level 
of Bryan, that Brran whom he refuses to 
follow in opposing the policy, so dear to 
Americans, of national expansion. 


TRADE BALANCE FAVORABLE. 

The trade balance between this country 
and Great Britain is being kept in our favor 
net only by the enormous exports of all 
kinds of foodstuffs but by a significant re- 
duction in the volume of our imports. Ex- 
ports of leading articles from the United 
States to Great Britain for the five months 
ending May 31, 1898, as compared with the 
exports of the corresponding period of 1897 
are given as follows in recently published 
British official statistics:

A great deal of attention has been di- 
rected to the exports of wheat on account of 
the speculative campaign which was car- 
‘ried on during the period when the export 
movement was heaviest. The exports of 
flour were exceptionally heavy, but the most 
renjarkable showing is in coarse grain. The | 
shortage in European production of forage 
stuffs unquestionably has given an oppor- 
tunity to extend our foreign markets, par- 
ticularly for corn. Provision exports were 
kept at high record levels all this year. 

The increased volume of exports has been 
more generally understood and appreciated, 
however, than the decrease in the volume of 
imports. The following comparisons of im- 
ports of leading articles from Great Britain 
during the corresponding periods will serve 
to indicate a tendency during the first half 
of this year:

These figures are from a report issued 
by the British government. ‘The tables 
presented in this report shows the quantity 
and value of the principal articles imported 
into the United Kingdom from the United 
States and exported from the United King- 
dom to the United States during the month 
of May and the five months. ending May 
31, 1898, compared with the corresponding 
months of the preceding year. While they 
do not include all articles imported from or 
exported to the United States by Great 
Britain, they do include the principa | arti- 
cles both of imports and exports. ‘The total 
value of the “ enumerated articles ” men- 
tioned as exported from Great Britain to 
the. United States during five months end- 
ing May 31, 1898, is £4,770,918, against | 
£8,764,953 of the same articles in the cor- 
responding months of the preceding year, 
showing the exports to the United States 


of all articles considered of sufficient im- | 


portance to enumerate in the official state- 
ments are this year only about one-half 
those of the corresponding months of last 
year. On the other hand, the imports from 
the United States into the United King- 
dom of the articles ‘considered of sufficient 
importance to be enumerated amount in the 
five months ending May 31, 1898, to £47,- 
075,299 in value, against £40,808,690 in the 
corresponding months of last year. 

The comparative decrease in American 
imports may be traced in some instances 
to disturbances due to anticipatory buying 
looking to tariff changes. It, however, sug- 
gests in a general way the supply to an in- 
creasing extent of home requirements by 
domestic manufacturers. 

That exchange is as low as 485% for sight 
drafts at the beginnit® of July is the best 
evidence that Great Britain owes this coun- 
try a large sum of money on the trade bal- 

ance. Exchange is usually high this slonth 
on account of the necessity of meeting large 
interest and dividend payments in London. 
American exports have been so large and 
imports so small that after buying securi- 
ties freely. and taking no sma!] amount of 
gold this country has a sufficient balance 
in London to meet its semi-annual interest 
obligations. The new American crop year. 
commences with this country in the unique 
position of having®a large credit instead of 
a debit balance in London. Unless there is 
an immediate change in the ratio of imports 
to exports Great Britain will be obliged to 
send gold to this country for the ordinary

purchases of grain, cotton, and provisions. 
In view of the heavy purchases of securities 
on American account and the resultant ad- 
vances in price, further extensive purchases 
do not seem probable, and gold shipments 
from Great Britain to the United States 
may be a feature in the financial situation 
this fall. 


FALSE TO THE SOLDIERS. 

The Illinois Democratic platform is a 
reactionary, Bourbon production. It cen- 
sures where it should have praised.

Mayor 
Harrison, in that speech which he did not 
deliver but seems to have obtained leave to 
print, calls the war “a Democrati¢ war,” 
and declares that the Democracy “glories in 
the deeds ” of all the soldiers, whether Dem- 
ocrats or Republicans. These declarations 
sound well, but they seem to lack sincerity. 
If the Democrats loved the soldiers so much 
they would be delighted to give them an op- 


pertunity to vote next fall. They would de-- 
nounce severely the men who deprive the 


soldiers of their votes. The faet that those 


men were Democrats would not shield them - 


from deserved denunciation.

endeavor to frame for Hawaii a system of 


government the main features of which will 


be applicable to other and larger foreign ac- 
quisitions. Then it will not be necessary to 
appoint another commission to make recom- 
mendations as to legislation concerning the 
Philippines or Puerto Rico, but Congress 
can proceed at once to provide for the gov- 
ernment of all the newly acquired terri- 
‘tories. 

Senator Cullom @#nd the other commis- 
sioners must keep always in mind the 
fact that when the United States has ac- 
quired -territory in the past it has been 
practically vacant territory, which it was 
expected would be settled by Americans in 


due course of time and would ultimately be — 


divided into States, to be admitted into the 
union. All past territorial legislation has 
had statehood in view, but a new state of 
affairs presents itself now. The Hawaiian 
Islands are well inhabited. Not many more 
Americans are going to settle there. The 
Philippines have a population of about ten 
millions, and except for commercial and 
other business purposes no great number of 
Americans will go there. bs 
Legislation concernixg Hawaii and the 
Philippines cannot be based on the assump- 
tion that they are to be admitted as States 
or that the kind of government which suited 
Rfontana, or Idaho, or Wyoming while they 
were Territories will answer for the new 
possessions of the United States in the Pa- 
cific Ocean. The commissioners e¢annot 
follow existing models, therefore, but must 
devise something new which will fit condi- 
tions in Hawaii and elsewhere. They have 
an opportunity to do excellent and much 
needed work, for this country is bound to 
expand in area in spite of all the protests of 
the mugwunmps, and provision must be made 
without loss of time for the good govern- 


ment of the new acquisitions, in whatever | 


sea or ocean they may lie.

| OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


To Keep Water in Tanks Pure and 
Wholesome—Causes of Its Usual 
Bad Taste and §mell. 


Exlitor Country Gentleman: Will you inform me 
of the cause and remedy of the following? I have 
a wooden tank holding twenty barrels of water, 
raised on a platform fifteen feet in the air, for the 
purpose of sprinkling the kitchen garden in dry 
weather. Water is pumped up, and becomes foul 
in about forty-eight hours. I have tried charcoal 
in bags, but it has no effect. The, tank is open on 
top to allow the water to aerate. R: R. 

Necedah, Wis. 

The causes of this condition of (the wa- 
ter are these: All water has more or less 
organic matter dissolved or suspended in it, 
more in stream or spring water than in 
good well water. This organic matter is rap- 
idly decomposed by exposure to the air, and 
contact with the atmospheric oxygen [or, 
rather, by attacks of bacteria, procuc.ng 
ths decomposition}. The more the water is 
exposed to the air, the more rapid this de- 
composition ts.| Thus, rapidly flowing Wa- 
ter is generally the purest, the. impurities 
in it being passing off 
into the air by reason of the greater ex- 
posure to the atmosphere as the current 
floyrs and the water circulates freely. Stag- 
nant water, 


purified slowly,| and offensive gases—most- 


ly | compounds| of carbon and hydro- 
gen—are held in the water, causing it to 
become fou! and offensive. Thus, water 


standing in a cistern undergoes a slow fer- 
mentation. induced by the action of the 
oxysen in it; om the dissolved or suspended 
organic matter contained. The result is 
the production of an offensive gas, a com- 
pound of one part of carbon with four of 
hydrogen, and icommonly Known as marsh 


from the surfa¢e of swaips, and the prod- 
uct of this same decomposition of the or- 
ganic matter by the oxygen in the water 
aided by that im the atmosphere. This gas 
has an offenstye odor, and often burns by 
the mere contact with the atmosphere, 
with a light blue flame, which is frequently 
seen flitting abbut low, wet grounds. This 
Same process goes ort more slowly in cis- 
terns in whie waier containing organic 
matter is stored, especially in warm weath- 
er. This fermentation, however, is a nat- 
ural precess af purification, and after a 
time the water becomes clear and sweet. 
This same process goes on in water stored 
in casks for use on board ships, and after 
a few weeks-the fermentation being com- 
pleted—the organic matter is decomposed 
and settles to the bottom, leaving the water 
pure. [Because the air, being full of 
microbes, they lodge in the water and pro- 
ceed to devour the organic matter in it. 
They seize on one of the gases—nitrogen, for 
instance--and ferment it, poison it, break it 
up, causing putrefaction and bad taste and 
smell. When the microbes have eaten all 
the organic matter in the water, and oxy- 


| gen and hydrogen gases are liberated and 


pass off—diffused in the air—the residue, the 
pure water, | remaining, is, sweet and 
healthy.-—Ed. ] 

But in this case the trouble may easily be 
due to the action of the water on the wood 
of the tank in which it is stored, this de- 
composing and producing the foulness com- 
plained of. {|The micrabes attacking the 
wood, causing| decomposition and decay.— 
Ed,] It might be tiseful to have the inside 
of the tank covered with the common iron 
oxide paint, by which the wood would 
be protected the oxidizing process. 
Charcoal .wii] absorb this gas freely 
and thus purify the water. But fora large 
tank a considerable quantity will be needed, 
and it must be changed quite frequently, 
as in time it| will be fully saturated with 
the gas and then become ineffective. [Ifthe 
microbes of the air can be prevented from 
attacking the jorganic matter in the water 
and multiplying by the million in it, rain 
or other water will. remain sweet and pure. 
By the way, the chief use of microbes in 
nature is doing just this thing—purifying 
stagnant waté¢r by attacking organic sub- 
stances: in it, and purifying it by eating 
those substances. Thus all swamps, ponds, 
lakes, streams, and rivers are freed of nox- 
ious matter, such as sewage, night soil, and 
nitrogenous mixtures.—Ed. ] 

We’ suggest this remedy. Attach to the 
top’ of the tank a filter made in this way: 
Take a box or half. barrel—that is, a small 
cask, not a barrel cut in two—bore holes 
in the bottom, and cover this with some 
fine painted wire gauzé. On this place some 
well washed. coarse gravel, three inches 
deep. On this put six inches of clean- 
washed sand; on this three inches of char- 
coal, broken small; and on this put a cover of 
the fine wire gauze. On this place these 
same reversed—that is, the coarse gravel 
on ,~he top. Let the water pass through 
this filter. The top layer of course should 
be securely held by the wire gauze, as, to 
clean the filter, it should be reversed and 
Well washed by passing clean water through 
it. This same difficulty occurs with the 
common rain water cisterns, and this method 
is commonly applied to them as a prevent- 
ive, generally with entire success.—Country 
Gentleman. 


Good Would Result from Sending the 
Whipped Spaniards Home. 


The subjoined editorial, reprinted from 
the Boston Transcript, was written and ap- 
peared in print before the surrender of San- 
tiago and its garrison to our army: 

The second proposal of the Spaniards that 
their troops should be given transportation 
to Spain, presumably after signing parole 
not to serve against us until regularly ex- 
changed, which the President rejected, had 
something to commend it as a war measure 
in our interest. Probably the President did 
not. want to involve our government to an 
extent that would reduce our transporta- 
tion facilities, the exact number of Span- 
Ish troops in Santiago being at present not 
ascertained. Should the Spanish army fall 
into our hands it would be good policy to 
send it at once to Spain under the strongest 
guarantees that it should not be employed 
in the war until regularly exchanged. A 
Spanish army thus sent home to Spain 
would be an object lesson which the dullest 
Spaniard could not fail to understand. He 
would learn in the first place that the 
Yankees do not kill their prisoners, and in 
the second he would have indubitable proofs 
of a great Spanish defeat. 

Any attempt by the Spanish. government 
after the arrival home of.Spanish troops in 
our transports to blind the Spanish people 
to the extent of the disaster that had over- 
taken the Spanish arms would be utterly 
unavailing and must recoil on the heads of 
those who should make it. When General 
Grant on the fall of Vicksburg paroled the 
Confederate prisoners and aNowed them to 
go to their homes he was criticised in many 
quarters. He defended himself ably by, say- 
ing that he took the course he did deliber- 
ately for the purpose of spreading demoral- 
ization in the Confederacy. The Confederate 
soldicrs at their homes would be living 
proofs of a great disaster in the field which 
no amount of sophistry could gloss over. 

The parcled prisoners’ presence at home 
would check voluntary enlistments and 
would render the conscription additionally 
unpopular. The stores which they would 
eat if kent as prisoners could be given to 
eur men in the field, thereby cutting down 
the expense of the war.

fSun Yat Sen, a Chinese doctor, was ki 
by the officials of the Chinese gation tn Lon- 
don tn 1806. He succeeded in communicating with 
the Lritish government and was eventuaiy re- 

ased on the demand of the Marquis of Salisbury. 
The doctor said he was the leader of the conspiracy 
at Canton in October, 1805, to establish a con- 
stitution for China. The society to which he 
belonged was called the Hing-Chung-Wooy, mean- 
ing ‘‘ Chinese Progressive society.’’ It is alleged 
to ve a powerful organization in America with 
a nter at San Francisco and headquarters in 
New York. The American chief was said to be 
Walter Fong of Stamford, Conn., the first Chinese 
to be graduated by an American university, and 
his principal colleagues were alleged to be u 
ates of Yale, Harvard, and other universities. ]

PLANS A POLICY FOR SANTIAGO. 


President McKinley Decides ‘That 
Home Rule Shall Not Be Estab- 
lished at Once. 


Washington, D. C., July 12.—[{St. Louts 
Glebe-Democrat.]—The President has al- 
ready given thought to the policy to follow 
the removal of Spanish authority in Santi- 
ago. That policy was the subject of con- 
sideration at the White House the day Gen- 
#ral Miles left for the front. 

General Miles carries instructions of a lib- 
eral character to General Shafter. The lat- 
ter will immediately upon taking possession 
of Santiago act as Military Governor. He 
will be givén a force ample for. the opera- 
tions contemplated itn Eastern Cuba. But 
only enough troops will be quartered in the 
City of Santiago to maintain order. 

A large camp will be established in the 
mountains, the site being selected carefully 
with regard to health, water, and accessi- 
bility. In that camp an army of American 
troops will be hald for the present. i 

General Shafter will devote his attention 
to the improvement of conditions in and 
about Santiago. The residents will be en- 
couraged to resume their business and in- 
-dustries. The port will be opened, and 
steamship lines will resume their regular 
calls. The iron mines will be worked by 
the American compagies, and employment 
will be given to many hundreds of men. 
Refugees from the interior will be induced to 
return to their farms arid villages. As rap- 
idly as possible General Shafter will put 
civil govérnment on its feet, and will re- 
store the ways ef peace. | 

The progress of the development of peace- 
ful pursuits and the spirit of the people 
manifested under the new conditions will 
be watched with much interest by the Presi- 
dent. They will afford some indication of 
the aptitude and ability of the Cubans to 


About the capacity of the Cubans there is 
doubt in some quarters, and much will de- 
pend, as regards the future action of the 
United States, upon the ease or difficulty 
General Shafter experiences in bringing 
Santiago into a self-supporting and self- 
governing state. 

The American commander at Santiago will 
have both military and civil functions. He 
will be given from 15,000 to 25,000 men, what- 
ever force shall appear to be necessary to 
carry out the plans of the President. 

The substitution of home rule for the Span- 
ish authority is not to be sudden, but of 
slow development. . This is to be the policy 
of reconstruction in Cuba. Some of the 
Cubans may have other ideas, but the lead- 
ers have thus far taken a sensible view 
and have not manifested any impatience or 
irritation over the plan. They seem to re- 
alize how powerless they are without Ameri- 
can help and to be willing to take the part as- 
signed to them in the overthrow of the Span- 
ish and the establishment of a new gov- 
ernment. Stories which come from Cuba 
to the effect that the Cubans may turn 
against the Americans because they are not 
given immediate control are not sustained 
by anything received officially.
